Medina has adm itted shooting the 
woman, but said he did it in self 
defense—believing she was about to 
hurl a hand'grenade at him. 
After a morning-long argum ent 
over the reduction of charges, the 
court was recessed until Tuesday 
because of a death in the family of 
the chief prosecutor, Maj. William 
D. Eckhardt. 
The first of the charges reduced or 
disrnis.sed involved the shooting of 
the bov.

PASADENA (C P I » - Scientists monitoring America s 
Mariner 9 say that when the satellite reaches mars in two 
months it "will produce a scientific bonanza

recovering the treasures.

Department 
said 
one man says he thinks he 
knows 
where 
Drake s 
buried gold is located, but 
will not say where unless 
the State promises to give 
him a share. Lagomarsino 
said. 
Sir Francis Drake, the 
English explorer and pirate 
of the 16th century, made 
several voyages up 
and 
down the California coast in 
the period from 1577 to 1580. 
Along the way, he raided a 
number 
of 
Spanish 
settlements, but the booty 
he collected has never been 
accounted 
for. 
Some 
historians 
and 
other 
students of the era believe 
he may have buried 
it 
somewhere north ot San 
Francisco Bay. 
“ If he — or anybody else 
— did bury treasure in what 
is now a State park, we have 
no power to negotiate an 
agreement 
with 
the 
finders. Lagomarsino said, 
noting that the State Lands 
Commission currently has 
such powers but that its 
jurisdiction 
covers 
only 
State tidelands. 
His bill 
would give the Department 
ol Parks and Recreation 
exclusive jurisdiction over 
property 
salvage 
and 
recovery operations in State 
parks. 
Lagomarsino said there 
are several other treasures 
believed to have been buried 
or 
lost in State 
parks, 
including 
one 
Spanish 
galleon which sank near San 
Diego in an area which 
silted over and is now 
believed 
to 
be 
part 
of 
Torrey Pines State Park. 
The ship was purported to 
be 
loaded 
with 
Inca 
treasures. 
“ The bill makes provision 
for the State to retain 
supervision over the salvage 
operations and to keep any 
artifacts 
of 
historic

value. 
Lagomarsino said. 
“ This 
seems appropriate since the 
Department now employs 
the 
only 
fu lltim e 
archeologist 
in 
State 
service. The percentage of 
the split with the salvage 
operator 
would 
be 
negotiated

The bill now goes back to 
the Senate for concurrence 
in Assembly amendments.

Methodists Push 
Abortion Reform 


By REV. DAVID POLING 


ADRIAN, Mich. (NEA) 
The Wesley circuit riders of the 18th and 19th cen­ 
turies were always on the road, following the frontier 
and preaching to scattered communities across the con­ 
tinent. What they heard and saw and reported was of 
importance to politicians and editors—they knew the 
pulse of the nation. Today they have traded their saddles 
for station wagons, and the circuit is a well-marked su­ 
perhighway. Yet of all the groups within Protestantism, 
the Methodists remain as one that has stayed close to the 
family, be they in town, country or city. 
Thus, a gathering of 400 Methodist pastors at their 
annual school at Adrian College is a good place to check 
the vibrations, mood and hopes of a broad section of 
Protestant Christianity. Here in Michigan, the United 
Methodists blanket the state with 1,000 churches from 
the Ohio border to the slopes of Canada. The most des­ 
perate Detroit inner city parish to the most isolated dog- 
team ministry of the Upper Peninsula is reached and 
served. The large city pastors and the parson with a 
three-point parish can give you a lot of commentary 
during an intensive four-day conference. 
Here are the reflections from one observer’s notebook: 
1) Methodists want a swift conclusion to the war in 
Vietnam. No debate on this, only a sense that things are 
dragging out too much. 
2) They are heartened by President Nixon’s new pol­ 
icy toward China. Many of them feel that the late Bishop 
Bromley G. Oxnam has been vindicated for his stand in 
the discussion of recognizing Red China 20 years ago. 
3) Angela Davis and other celebrity prisoners will not 
receive grants from the Methodist church. Here they feel 
their Presbyterian brethren had made a well-intentioned 
error in contributing to the defense fund. 
4) The Jesus-People interest them greatly. They like 
their enthusiasm and all-out dedication. Yet they worry 
about fads in religion and expect an early burn-out for 
those who do not secure an intellectual base for an emo­ 
tional experience. (This was the great combination that 
John Wesley forged in his revivals.) 
5) Abortion reform is broadly supported and the 
United Methodist Church in Michigan is heavily com­ 
mitted to massive changes in the state constitution. 
While waiting for the legislature to act on abortion re­ 
forms, Methodists have been solid participants in the 
Michigan Clergy Counseling Service for Problem Preg­ 
nancies. One leader has been the Rev. Ross Nicholson of 
Madison Heights, who told the Pastor’s School. 
“There are approximately 50,000 illegal abortions per 
year in the state. At present, more than 300 women seek 
information every month from our service. We are lo­ 
cated in seven cities and have the active participation 
of 260 rabbis and clergymen of all denominations han­ 
dling referrals.” 
In the three years that the Counseling Service has 
functioned, more than 17,000 women have sought advice 
and guidance. These statistics emerge from a study of 
the cases: The average age is between 18 and 25; 60 per 
cent have never been married; 30 per cent are married, 
and 10 per cent widowed or divorced. 
A documentary film was shown, “Every Child Loved, 
which described an abortion experience of a young cou­ 
ple that elected to have counseling from the service. 
Produced by George Washington University, with narra­ 
tion by Candice Bergen, it may soon be seen on national 
television. It is another reason why the Methodists are 
in touch with what is happening to people.

It was Thieu and 
his undiluted 
authority or nothing. 
That was the response on the 
second score that has left officials 
with a sense of frustration and 
intense irritation. Great efforts had 
been put mto achieving an election 
that would give the people of South 
Vietnam a bona fide choice for 
President. This would have been the 
case it both Ky and Gen Duong Van 
Minh (Big Minhi also had been on 
the ballot. 
But Thieu pulled all 
possible political wires to insure an 
uncontested election, giving him 
four more years in the presidency. 
“ He seems to have simply no idea 
of what public opinion is in this 
country on that kind of an election, 
one high official said 
The American ambassador in 
Saigon. 
Ellsworth 
Bunker, 
has 
repeatedly gone to the presidential 
palace during the past six weeks to 
try to impress on Thieu what the 
dire consequences of his stubborn 
resistance may be Others have also 
tried to reason with the President 
who in the opulence of his palace 
seems removed not only from 
American opinion but from the state 
of mind of his own people 
lt is being said, even by many w ho 
until now have been ioyal to an 
ambassador 
in 
an 
incredibly 
difficult post, that Bunker has 
stayed too long During his four and 
a half years in Saigon he has seemed 
to become a part of the Saigon 
regime, defending its every move 
against detractors in Washington 
and South Vietnam. But those with 
intimate knowledge of the course ot 
events during the past six or eight 
weeks say this is unfair It may be. 
they add, that he is simply too 
honorable a man to deal with the 
tangled 
and 
often 
mendacious 
intrigues of a government on which 
a facade of democracy has been 
imposed. 
Getting down to consequences, it 
is far from ruled out that President 
Nixon may announce in the not-loo- 
distant future the withdrawal ot all 
American forces within a fixed time 
frame. This will not seem to be a 
concession to the repeated demand 
for a fixed date, yet it will have that 
effect 
The last prop to which the 
anti-Vietnam war protesters have 
clung would be pulled out 


Another, and perhaps an even 
more dire, consequence — certainly 
for Thieu — is a coup overthrowing 
the 
President. 
Rumbles 
of 
discontent from high and low, and 
not excluding certain well-placed 
military 
opponents, 
have 
been 
coming out of Vietnam. 
Where 
authority would finally rest in the 
chaotic 
situation 
following 
an 
overthrow is anyone's guess. 
To American reporters Thieu 
gives bland assurances that nothing 
like this can happen. If he has any 
qualms of conscience about a “ yes" 
vote that can be rounded up by iocal 
military, he has kept them carefully 
concealed, other than to say he will 
retire unless 50 per cent of voters 
support him. 


From another viewpoint Thieu'i 
admirers claim that if he is, in fact 
a ward of the United States he has 
proven 
his 
independence 
by 
thumbing his nose at Big Brother. 11 
has been a costly exercise in terms 
of support in this country. And the 
charade of the election on Oct. 3, if 
it comes off, will hardly add to the 
President's standing. 
In the election four years ago 
Thieu and Ky, teamed together, got 
35 per cent of the vote. Whatever 
the figure is this time, it will have 
even less meaning. Not only is the 
election uncontested but the avowed 
peace candidates are either in jail 
or they have been silenced.

Snyder got 
the idea for adding 
a new dimension to 
California artichoke 
culture 
when 
he 
spent 
a 
year of 
sabbatical leave in 
Italy 
where 
the 
artichoke has the 
stature of a national 
food. 
Most of the nation's artichokes 
todav are supplied by growers who 
cultivate about 
10,000 acres in 
Monterey County with the Santa 
Maria area making an increasing 
contribution. San Mateo and San 
Luis Obispo Counties also have 
artichokes. 
California 
counties 
grow 
the 
Globe artichoke that looks like a 
green pine cone. Snyder, however, 
has discovered 250 varieties growing 
in Italy, many of them with flavor 
and grow th characteristics that are 
highly 
desirable. 
V.V. 
Bianco, 
artichoke expert in Italy, helped 
Snyder select 70 varieties tor study, 
all similar in taste and texture to the 
common California variety. 
Until now, artichoke research 
here has been almost nil, but in 
Europe, with some 300.000 acres 
under cultivation, the art is highly 
advanced Italian artichokes are a 
primary 
table 
vegetable 
with 
additional production channeled to 
make liquor, pharmaceutids and 
cosmetics 
As a follow up to Snyder s work in 
Italy, test planting ot 100 varieties 
are 
in 
progress 
at 
Shamrock 
Artichoke Farms. Guadalupe 
Influenced by Italy's most colorful 
crop. California s artichoke culture 
is on the brink of a new era that may 
substantially add to the state s 
agricultural economy. 
V\ ill the artichoke of the future be 
pink, red, purple, green? That is a 
question yet to be answered.
